tionsshall be allowed to jr actic eminany of the provinces of Canada.

Some years ago we had a bad time with the State Inspectors calling 
upon some of our members, and scaring them ”H.»LP TO DEATH” if not 
doing any actual harm. Most of our members came through, but one or 
two were cautioned that "THEY MUST NOT 1 . 


So at this time we are taking in some new members, and our A.A.M.M 
is growing nicely, and we want our new members to take advantage 
of some of the ‘things we learned by experience in the way of what 
we must not do., and some of the things we must do. 

Some of our members sell Vitimins and Suplements; Time is here 
now when you members must renew your Shop-keepers permit. This will 
cost you §5.00 and you send your $5.00 to State of Y/ashington Board 

of Pharmacy; 509 Douglass Building, Seattle Washington-Do this 

now before it is too late. It is due on or before June 1, each 
year —-Don't forget after SEPT. 1st there is a $10,00 penalty. 

Another thing we must not forget. Don't try to be a Chiropractor. 
Some of our members from time to time forget that the Chiropractors 
spend.a lot of money learning to be chiropractors, and they don’t 
like it. The Medical men don’t permit Massage Technicians to do 
Chiropractic work, and if the State*Inspectors catch you trying to" 
be a chiropractor--- Well our A.A.M.M. can’t do very much about it, 
and you can’t either. So don’t try it--- You would also be subject 
to expulsion from the A.A.M.M. 


It might be saying the thing over again, but don’t put a Chiro¬ 
practors Diploma in sight unless you have a Chiropractors State 
License to go with it, and then you won’t belong to the A.A.M.M. 
anyhow—-If you have such a diploma it wuuld be wise if you put it 
in ESCROYY with the State Secretary of our Washington Chapter, Then 
we know you won't use it. 

Don’t have a chiropractor's ajusting table in your place as you 

may be tempted to use it- And if you don’t have it around then 

you won't be tempted- It might be O.K. if some of your patients 

call you ''Doc” or "Doctor" as a remark of courtesy, or honor or 
distinction, but don't you do it yourself particularly in any 
literature that you may put out, unless you do have a doctors degree 
as a Doctor of Divinity, or some other kind-*.- YVhen speaking to a 

person don't use Chiropractic words-don’t say "We cure or adjust" 

it is against V/ashington Law. 


If you are a trained nurse, also and have your papers, you might 
use a Hypo; but we don’t advise it. Others may not do what a nurse 

does, sometimes. - There may be a lot of other things we should 

warn you against, but lets be GOOD MASSAGE TECHNICIANS, lets don’t 
try to be something we are not, and then we can be better prepaired 
to stay out of trouble, and gain recognition, which means a lot of

WATER THERAPY 

By 

Blossom Gladys Hendrix

I have read with great satisfaction Mr. Canaday’s article on 
aro-therapy.^I am a firm believer in the therapy he practices. I 
iesl that oolentific Swedish Massage and Hydro-therapy should always 
go together, like ham and eggs. A treatment is only half completed 
without th other. I am also in favor of th© reclining type vapor or 
heat cabinet and I prefer the rock steam bath over the wet steam 
room, to induce copious prespiration • 

The basis of Hydro-therapy is water--the greatest paradox of them 
use water to produce heat, we use water to cool—What’s the 
Temperature. Water is a great destroyer, when it comes in 
a great benefactor when man is thirsty, „ Water is priceless 
is scarce and cheap when plentiful. 

Water the sedative. Water the Stimulant, Water to reduce fever 
Water never the less. ’ 

The curative powers of water are innumerable. Lets consider some 
of them# 

As a The soothing effect of a bath at 100° F is ral- - 

uable m the treatment of insomnia. The person should be submerged

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except the head in water from 98° to 100° F for about twenty minutes 
average, on leaving the bath, dry the body and get into bed to pre¬ 
vent chilling. Sweating must be prevented, as this will cause the 
sedative action to be lost 

2. As a Stimulan t. How can a physical agent have two opposite 
effects? Because water acts as a medium for conveying different tem¬ 
peratures to the skin. The difference between the temperature of the 
skin and the temperature of the water governs the action of the water 
on the body. In the treatment of fainting, the throwing of cold 
water on the face is prefered to any other stimulant. The key to this 
paradox is temperature. 

3. As a Diuretic for internal excretion . A diuretic is an agent 
which increases the flow of urine. Nothing takes the place of water 
for the, purpose. Irritation of the Kidneys is the result of a lack of 
sufficient water supply. Water is necessary for the solution of the 
waste products of the body and this transportation by the blood to 
the kidneys. Most people would be in better health if they drank at 
least two glasses of water between meals. 

4. ^s a Diaphoretic for external external excretion, A diaphoretio 
is an agent that causes an increase in sweating. Next to the kidneys 
■ftfie skin of man is the most important channel for the elimination of 
water from the body. The salt excreted in the sweat may amount to ten 
times that normally in the stools. The sweat also contains other Chem¬ 
icals occuring normally in the urine. This is why hydro-therapy is 
important and the inducing of prespiration important by the steam and 
vapor baths in the treatment of kidney conditions. 

5. As an r . Emitic . To empty the stomache. Drinking lat^ge amounts of 
tepid water is a simple method. 

6 . As a purgative . As a purgative. The action of an enema or colon 
irrigation technique is familiar to all. No Cathartic should ever be 
given where there is severe abdomnial pain, but an enema of soap and 
water may be given and call a physician immediately if pain is not 
relieved. Purgative by mouth are dqngerous in acute appendicitis, 

7. To reduce fever. There are many drugs sold to reduce fever but 
none are as safe as water, using a friction bath with water tempera¬ 
ture at 85° every two hours, if the patient is awake, reducing the 
temperature 5° each time until 70° F is reached. 

8 . To Produce fever . Again we find water producing opposite effects 
In one case reducing and in the other producing fever. One of the 

physical therapists, aswell as the hydro-therapist methods of treat¬ 
ing disease is the production of fever by emmerging the patient in 
the bath tub or whirlpool bath preferred, with water at 110° ¥ for 
from ten to twenty mihutes his temperature will rise to 104°. This 
Treatment however, must only be carried out by an experienced therapist 

9. As an aid to exercise weak muscles . Water is invaluable to 
exercise weak muscles after infantile paralysis, nerve injuries, 

Chronic rheumatism, fracture convalesents etc. Water buoys up the 
affected limbs and enables weak muscles to move a limb when muscles 
could not possibly move it if it had to move the whole weight of the 
leg, Thus applying one of the oldest principles of physics. This 
method is used in many hospitals and physical therapy clinics. 

10. As an aid to circulation of the blood . Heat applied generally 
by hot baths whether in the form of vapor steam, hot tub or whirlpool 
baths will increase the circulation in the entire body, and particu- 
larily in the Joints of rhpmatic and arthritic patients. 

Baths may be applied generally or localy. The part to be treated 
is emmerged in water as hot as can be comfortable, which is from 
105° to 110° F. for from t en to twenty minutes.
